Mr. Richardson (Dem,., Tenn.) oftered a res- 
olution to print the tariff bill, with compari- 
sons of the rates between the bill as it be- 
becomes a law, the bill as it passed the House, 
and the present McKinley law.

the McKinley law and he wanted this to ap- 
pear in the comparison. 

Mr. MeMillin (Dem., Tenn.) called atten- 
tion .to the fact that $50,000,000 of this in- 
crease would be due to the tax on sugar. The 
point of no quorum was raised. The death 
of Congressman Shaw was announced, a com- 
mittee was appointed to attend the funeral, 


and the House adjourned. a 


TREATY NATIONS BEGIN TO COMPLAIN. 


They Hold the RKeciprocity Conventions 
Are Practically Repudiated. 
Wasuinctron, D. C., Aug. 27.—Sec. 71 of 
the now tariff law repeals Sec. 3 of the Mc- 
Kinley act, under which the reciprocity 
treaties were drawn, with the proviso that 
**nothing herein contained shall be held to 
abrogate or in any way affect such reciprocal 
commercial arrangements as have been here- 
tofore made and; now exist between the 
United States and/foreign countPies, except 
where such arrangements are inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act.’’ It is apprehended 
the exception above noted wiil be much more 
general than the rule, for it is expected that 
notwithstanding the declaration of the pro- 
viso the effect of the new tariff law will be to 
tumble to the ground the whole fabric of 
reciprocity treaties reared by Mr. Blaine. 
The new act affects the rates of duties 
in every one of the reciprocity treaties, and 
that unfavorably to the fereign nations party 
to them, and already suggestions have reached 
the State Departinent from the foreign gov- 
ernments interested to the effect that the new 
act will nullify the treaties, for it cannot be

There is no doubt in. the opinion of the 
State Department officials that Americans 
were greatly to blame in the recent rebellion. 
It is also claimed that Englishmen were 
reatly to blame for the rebellion and that 
fice-Consul Hatch, representing Great 
Britain in Nicaragua, was implicated in 
the trouble. There is every possibility 
that Great Britain will demand his 
release. And just suppose that Nicaragua fails 
tocomply? This is just what is causing more 
gray hairs in the locks of the officials who look 
after the diplomatic end of our government. 
If Vice-Consul Hatch should be guilty of the 
charges preferred, the United States could 
not support Great Britain in her claim. Nic- 
aragua Would hardly give up the man if he 
were proved tu have been implicated. We 
may. therefore, get into hot water with 
Great Britain in seeing that the Mon- 
‘roe doctrine is fally observed in 
that section, whether Nicaragua complies with 
Great Britain’s demand or not. There will 
be nochange in the policy of the United 
States toward Nicaragua unless, of course, 
she should refuse to give the Americans a fair 
trial. The United States has officially noti- 
fied Nicaragua that its authority over the 
Mesduito Reservation is unquestioned, and 
that it will be held responsible for any acts 
committed against Americans. Great Britain 
hag been plainly toid the United States will 
allow no interference in isthmian @r South 
American countries, and she must keep 
‘hands off.’’

In regard to farms the conclusion 
is 27.01 per cent of the farim-faimilics hire 
and 72.90 per cent own the farms cultivated 
by them; 51.99 per cent of the farm-owning 
families own subject to incumbrance and 
48.01 per cent own free of incumbrance. 
()n the owned farms there are liens amount- 
ing to $47,678,132, which is 32.39 per cent 
of their vaiue, and this debt bears interest at 
the. average rate of 8.22 per. cent, 
mea€ing an average annual interest charge 
of $89 to each family. Each owned and 
incumbered farm on the average is worth 
$3,346, and is subject to adebt of $1,084. 
Corresponding facts for homes are that 56.00 
per cent of the families hire and 43.01 per 
cent own their homes; of the home-owning 
families 63.75 per cent own free of incum- 
brance and 36,°25 per cent with incumbrance. 
The debt on owned homes aggregates $15,- 
218,699, or 32.19 per cent of their value, 
and bears interest at the average rate of 8.13 
per cent, so the annual amount of interest to 
each home averages $85. An average debt 
of $1,052 incumbers each home, which has 
the average value of $3,268.

That region of the country was 
then sparsely populated,afew hundred peo- 
pie, mostly farmers, living within a radius of 
perhaps a mile ana a half of the site selected, 
where there are now living some 25.000 
people. 
**Tt was not the intention to sell to working- 
inen homes in Pullman, but to so limit the 
area of the town that they could buy homes 


-%...at convenient distances from the works if 


they chose tedoso. If any lots had been 
sold in Pullman it would have permitted the 
introduction of the banelfu! elements which it 
was the chief purpose to exclude from the im- 
mediate neighborhood of ‘the shops and from 
the homes to be erected about them. The 
plan was to provide homes in the first place 
forall people who should desire to work 
in the shops at reasonable rentals, 
with the expectation that as they be. 
came able and should desire to do so 
they would purchase lots and erect homes for 
themselves within convenient distances, or 
avail themselves of the opportunity to rent 
homes from other people who should build in 
that vicinity. Asa matter of fact at the time 
of the strike 563 of the shop employés owned 
their homes and 461 of that numer are now 
employed in the shops; 560 others at the time 
pease strike lived outside, and in addition an 
test ted number of from 200 to 300 others 
employed at Pullman were owners of their 
homes. The company neither planned nor 
could itexercise any municipal powers in 
Pullman. It was, in fact, within the bound- 
aries of what was legaily called the Viliage 
of Hjde Park, but was sevéral miles ‘distant 
from the actual village as settied at that 
time. The people lived there first under the 
ordinances of the Village of Hyde Purk, and 
now live under the ordinances of the City of 
Chicago, and not at utiy time under regula- 
tions of the company. 
Relitions of I mployer and Tenants. 


“The relations of those employe? in the 
shops are,as to the shops, the relations of 
employés to employer, and as to those of 
them and others living in the homes, the rela- 
tions are simply and only those of tenant to 
landiord. The company has not now, and 
never hus had, any interest whatever in the 
business of any of the stores or shops in’ the 
town, ‘They are rented through and managed 
by outside parties, tree from uny control by 
the company. The people living in the town 
areentirely freeto buy where they choose, 
andasa matter of fact the large disburse- 
ments in wages at Pullman, amounting to an

‘ It has been stated{that it hasa clause by 
which either party can terminate the lease by 
giving ten days’ notice.

What was the object of having so short a 
notice?”’ ‘ The question of the iease and the 
time of the lease was an important one. We 
were building houses, asI have stated, in a 
sparsely settied place, It was called at that 
time the Calumet Swamp, and there was dan- 
ger thatuniess the leases were well guarded 
there would be a disposition‘ou the part of the 
tenants to use their houses—that they might 
use them for immoral purposes. In the first 
settiement of a place of that kind there are a 
great mauy laborers who are tenants engaged 
in the ordinary building, or common labor per- 
taining to the foundation of such a plant, and 
in such cases there would have been no way 
tomeetthe emergency except by a suit at 
law and prove that the conditions were in 
violation of the law. Andon the other hand 
a great many people would probably lease the 
property with the expectation that they might 
want to stay a yehr and they would not stay 
thationg. It was decided that that class 
would be benefited. Incase the tenant de- 
sired to cancel his lease, ne could do so by 
giving ten days’ notice, and if for any reason 
the company wished them, to move it could 
have the same privilege.”’ 

** Has there been any practical difficulty in 
applying thatclause?’ ‘There have been 
very few casesin fourteen years applicable 
se this clause or where it hadto be resorted 

oO. ' 

“In the matter of leasing propertysfor 

business, has the company made any restric- 


tions or agreement relative to competition? — 


In other words, where you let a store toa 
hardware man, does the company undertake 
to prevent any other hardware dealers from 
leasing astor2 in Pullman?’ ‘** No, sir, not 
at all.” 

“Is there any implied understanding rela- 
tive to that?’ “* At the beginning, it is my 
iinpression—while I have no recollection of 
any written agreement—it is my impression 
that we did take into account the proper num- 
ber of hardware and dry-goods stores to the 
population there, and if that number was then 
occupying the stores we would not consider 
additional applications. But I have no recol- 


lection of applications for additional. stores, 


although there may have been.”’ 
Fight Per Cent Dividend on Dry Stock. 


‘* What is the present capital stock of the 
Pullman company?” ‘* Thirty-six million 
dollars.”’ 

* Is that capital stock paid in in cash?” 
** "That capital stock is paid ininecash. From 
time to time during the twenty-seven years of 
its existence the capital stock was enlarged in 
order to meet the general enlargement otf this 
plant.”’ ; 

** lt has been stated in the public press that 
you have a surplus of accrued profits of about 
$16,000,000. Is that statement correct?’ 
‘Yes, we have a larger sum even than that 
that has been earhed and not divided or in- 
vested in the assets of the company. In oth- 
er words, all the profits of the company is not 
capitalized. Lhe policy of the company has 
been to make itself financially strong so as to 
meet just such conditions as we have now and 
as have existed,”’ 

** 1s that surplus, all undivided, considered 
a,part of the $36,000,000 capital?” “No, 
sir. That has nothing todo with that. It is 
in addition te that.”’ 

** What does the company do with that sur- 
plus?” .**A great deai of it is the property of 
the company, in its cars and other property, 
and the surplus with the capital is used in 
earning the dividends paid its stockholders.”’ 

‘**In what particular have you used the sur- 
plus in order to facilitate earnings by the 
company?’ “Sofar as it has affected the 
manufacturing business. For instance, in 
the Baring panic of 18V0O we secured con- 
tracts for tne building of cars for tne Reading 
road for some $8,000,000 or 
simply because we were abie tu use that large 
amount ot money by giving them credit. We 
trusted them for the future payment and held 
the cars as security. If we had not a surplus 
available we would have been unabie to pro- 
cure that large order and the manufacturing 
department at Pullman received the benefit in 
that case, as in many other cases since, when 
we have been able to secure orders for manu- 
facturing by being able to give the credit.”’ 

“Are the dividends which you pay based 
on the whole capital of $36,000,000?" 
** Yes, sir, on the whole capital of $36,000,,- 
000.”’ 

* What are your dividends?” ‘* QOur divi- 
dends are 2 per cent quarterly. The stock 
has never been watered and it has been 
actually paid in and we have continued for 
many years on the basis of 8 per cent per 
annum.” 

‘* For how long: ‘The company has 
paid dividends ever since its organization. 
The dividends for the first two years were at 
the rate of 3 per cent quarterly and fora 
time after that the dividends were paid for 
two years at ‘4 per cent per annum, and 
then from that date they have been 8 per 
cent without any chaages.’’ 

‘Has the company any bonded debt?”’ 
“Tt bas no bonded debt.” 

**You stated that the company was organ- 
ized for the purpose Of operating palace cars 
and building cars. You build your own rolling 
stock?’’ ‘** Yes, sir.” 

‘** What portion of the construction work of 
the company is used for outside contracts and 
what for buildmg your own cars?” * My 
recoilection: is that it is between ’60 and 70 
per cent for outside or contract work, That 
Is my impression, though in matters of that 
kind of detaii you wili have to get the evi- 
dence from the Second Vice-President, Mr. 
Wickes.” 

‘*Is he the active business-man of the con- 
cern?’ ‘**He has been with the company 
twenty-five or twenty-six years and has pre- 
pared a statement in detail of ail matters 
pertaining to the strike.”’ 

The F.rst Slump. 

‘* We would like to get from you the effect 
of the World’s Fair upon the manufacture of 
cars generally in the country?’’ **It had 
the etfect of stimulating the manufacture of 
railroad cars almost everywhere. Raiiways 
were putting themselves in a condition to 
meet tne expected large increase of traffic, 
and the car-shops were geuerally filled with 
orders. In our case we had the largest num- 
ber of men we ever empioyed at Pu::man,”’ 

‘** Your company went into the market for 
its share of the car-ouilding business?” ‘We 
didn’t have to go into the market. Wedidn’t 
have to make much etfort. ‘he market came 
to us at that time. ‘The railways were appiy- 
ing to us then. We were not seeking work, as 
we did soon after the World’s Fair was over.”’ 

** Has it been the practice of the company 
to reduce wages from time to time and if so 
when did that practice commence?’ 

‘**T am not familiar with the detailed opera- 
tions of the manuiacturing department and 
would refer the coimmussion to the Second 
Vice-President fora genera! auswer to that 
question. But I willsay that during the de- 
pression of last year | found op inquiry that 
during the entire month of August we didn’t 
receive an invitation to bid for any cars and 
during the months of September and October 
more thun one-half or a large majurity of the 
bids put in fuiled to get the work and it was 
let to other parties oecause of lower prices. 
l.realized that some vigorous: effort must be 
made to secure work ior the large’ number 
of people we had or great suffermg wouid 
be the. consequence. I nad a consuia- 
tion with Mr. Wickes and the General 
Manager for the purpose of seeing what we 
coula. do in the premises, andas a result 
based upon the figures that we had bid for 
cars and failed to get them, and upon ail the 
information we could obtain upon thé sup- 
ject we undertook to reduce the piecework 
prices to see how low we could make the cost 
of the cars, and upon that basis I undertook 
personaily to attend the lettings and to con- 
tribute money in the way of bidding beiow 
the actual cost for the purpose of procuring

time realized thatthe great builders of the 
couatry would bid very iow and it was only 
the jowest bidder that would get the work. I 
undertook to make the Pulimaa coinpany’s 
bids lower than any others. My recoliection 
is that the first large order of passenger cars 
was an order of fifty-five cars for tne Long 
Island railroad. ‘The tigures of the cost were 
given me by the munager in detail; the labor, 
the material, and the cost of transportation 
ot the ,cars, and I had the matter 
under coasgideration in the New York oitice 
for two weeks. Nearly all the first-class car 
builders in the country were there and en- 
deavored to get this work, all feeling I sup- 
pose as | ielt, that they woud take the work at 
very jow figures ra.oer than to have their mena 
idie, and i finaliy put im tae bid semewhere 
between $300 and $400 below the actual cost 
of making, waking up my mind to make that 
contribution rather than to have our men eu- 
tirely idie in that department of the work, 
and the order was awarded to us $24 lower 
than the next iowest bidder. I continued in 
that policy. 

**T remember a case where the men in the 
freight shops would have finished their work 
within a very shurt time and there were no 


new orders in sight. The Chicago and North. |

The people who wanted cars at that’ 


western railway told me they were going to 
buy 250 refrigerator cars. I had the estimates 
made, carefuily figured| on the cost of 
labor and material, and I authorized the man- 
ager to put in his bid at $10 a car below the 
actual cost. making up my mind that I would 
covtribute $2,500 rather than to have our 
men laid off. Then as he was going out of 
the door I said to him: ‘You had better 
make it $15 a car.’ I knew a great many 
men all over the country would be bidding, 
and I got the work just by taking it at a loss 
of $15. It was that work that the men were 
working on at the time of the strike. I sup- 
pose if I hadn’t taken off the last $5 the 
strike would never have occurred, because the 
freight car men would have had nothing 
to do and would have been out of 
work, I can recite a good many 
instances of that kind. I have done 
so in statements made pending the strike 
in pamphlet form, which I hohe the commis- 
sion will take asa part of my evidence, but 
that relates to a nuinber of cases of our bid- 
ding below the cost of construction. Up to 
the time of the strike I think we had lost 
more than $50,000 in the effort to keep our 
men at work. I explained this fully to the 
men in Mr. Wickes’ office the Wednesday be- 
fore the strike. As I remember it, about the 
middie of the remark I was mak- 
' Mr. Heathcote said: *We want 

wages of 1893.’ I said to him: 
‘Would you, after having agreed to do this 
work at the piece-work prices under which 
you were working for, after having agreed 
to that, and after I had based upon that 
the contracts to build the cars, would 
you go back on your contract?’ He madeno 
reply to that. I said that it would be the most 
unfortunate thong for all the men employed 
if the wages of 1893 should be restored, be- 
cause there is not more than six or eight 
weeks’ work in the shops altogether, and it 
would be utterly impossible to get more work 
at prices measured by the wages of 1893, 
which were 20 to 25 per cent higher than the 
wages of 1894, and I thought it. would be 
mnost unfortunate for the men. I said tothem: 
‘It seems to me that there should be no hurry 
in this matter. Take time to consider 
this. As long as you are’in the em- 
ploy of the company you can have access to 
the highest offiqals connected with it. You 
have already arranged with tne Second 
Vice-President to take up your grievances 
and all the questions can be discussed by the 
men and by the management as long as you 
are inthe employ. You can, if you desire, 
see the books and contracts in regard to the-e 
cars [huve taken below cost, and in fact 
every facility will be afforded you to see 
whether this is not the best thing we can do in 
the present conditions. If you should decide 
you could not go on at this price, now is the 
time todoit. So far as the company is con- 
cerned it would be more profitable to the 
company to close the shops instead of taking 
work at less than actual cost.’ [The sentiment 
of the meeting seemed to be im favor of the 
suggestions I inade, and I understood they re- 
ported to a large meeting at Kensimgton and 
that. the general understanding was there 
would be no strike, and the néxt day the tone 
of public sentiment was'cheerful ion Pullman, 
But the next night we understood that a body 
of twenty or thirty or less of the people there 
pecided to calla strike the next morning, and 
that was done.”’ 


Refers the Questioner to Wickes. 


‘** Were any promises made relative to the 
company not discharging members of the 
committee?’ ** That matter was dealt with 
in detail by Mr. Wickes, whois more famil- 
iar with it than I am.”’ 

‘** Were the books, as a matter of fact, 
shown to this committee?’’. ** No, sir, they 
were not, simply because they made no appli- 
cation to see them. This was Wednesday, 
and Friday morning they struck, and they 
made no application to see the bovuks or they 
would have been shown.”’ 

** Were not other grievances presented in 
addition to the demand for the 1893 wages?’’ 
‘“‘Those grievances Mr. Wickes and Mr. 
Brown, the manager, had taken up and prom.- 
ised the men they would look into them. They 
were not presented to me.”’ 

*“ Can any employé of the Pullman com- 
pany, having any grievance, reach the offices 
of the company freely to present them?’ * [ 
can’t answer that question. The Vice-Presi- 
dent is more familiar-with that than I am.”’ 

“Can they reach you?’ ‘* Yes, sir; they 


could when that became necessary, as in this 


case.”’ 

‘‘Are you the active business manager, so 
far as the higher officials are concerned, in 
this company? Did you take charge of the 
detai s of the company’s affairs?’ ‘** No, the 
lam the President of the company andsir. 
officers of the company report to me.’ 

‘**How mech time do you devote to the 
work in the office here in Chicago?’ “I de. 


,vote all my time to the work, of the company 


here and in.the New Yerk office and other 
points where services may be required.” 

‘**Are youin the Town of Puliman much?” 
“It is impossible for| me to spend a great 
deal of my time there.”’ 

‘* This what you have stated has been gath- 
ered and is not cf your own knowledge.of the 
causes of the strike of May 11? * Sub- 
stantially ; ‘yes, sir.” 

‘** Did vou have any further interview than 
the one you have related, or with anybody 
else?’ ** I do not rememper to have had any 
other ?’’ 3 
/ ** What attempts were made to secure any 
adjustment—of. the difficuities during the 
strike?’ ‘*A mote satisfactory answer to that 
can be obtained from Mr. Wickes.”’ 

‘** He attended to thie strike details?” “* Yes; 
all the details,”’ 

‘* Did this committee—this Grievance com- 
mittee, or any one in its behalf—seek any ad. 
jJustment through arbitration with you per- 
sonaily?”’ ‘*I believe not. I didn’t see any 
of them.”’ 

‘*It has been stated very freely that you 
stated to the committee, or to other commit- 
tees, that you had nothing to arbitrate?’ “I 
explained my views on that. I don’t know 
as | made aay statement in those words. They 
are contained in the statement filed with the 
commission.” 

“If you have anything that you wish to 
state relative to the strike at that time, which 
occurred of your own knvuwiedge, we would 
be very giad to hear it.” “I thank you very 
much, I don’t think of anything at this mo- 
ment. Afterwards I may think of some- 
thing.”’ 


CROSS-EXAMINATION OF MR. PULLMAN. 
Not Fare So Well Under 
Worthineton’s Interrogations. 


Then Judge Worthington took hold of Mr. 
Pullman, and under his cross-examination 
the witness did not fare so well as he did un- 
der the examination of Commissioner 
Wright. Judge Worthington examined fhim 
as fo'lows: 

** You stated that the original stock of the 
Pullman company was $1,000,000?” “Yes, 
sir.”’ 

‘That was the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany?” ‘“Yps, sir.’’ 

‘There is another company, isn’t there, 
that deals with the land?’ ‘Yes, sir; the 
Pullman Land Association.”’

‘** Yes, sir; that is held by trustees: The 
land. was purchased by myself and other 
parties—the land on which Pullman is located 
was purchased by the ‘Pullman Palace Car 
company when it took, or undertook, the con- 
struction of its shops and homes for the work-.- 
iugmen, and it considered what land it migint 
reasonably own under its charter and be suf- 
ficient for its business, and under the advice 
of counsel it was decided that 500 acres of 
land would be a fair interpretation of the 
meaning of the charter and therefore 500 
acres of the land was bought by the com- 
pany.”’ 

** And on that 500 acres are constructed the 
manufactories of the company?’ ‘* Manu- 
factories and homes.”’ 

‘*And the houses that are rented by the 
Pullman Land company?’ ** They have some 
few houses in the north part of town,” 

‘In the 500 acres reserved vy the Pullman 
Palace Car company?’ ‘*No, sir; the 500 
acres reserved by the Pullman Palace Car 
com pany is about ; soine 300 odd acres 
are covered by houses and stores and belong 
tothe Pullman Palace Car company. ‘The 
Puliman Land Association have some ten- 
ants. 
‘* The bulk of the houses are owned by the 
Pullman Palace Car company?” ‘* Yes, sir.”’

[I 
continued the business from 1859 to 1867 as 
an individual enterprise, except that two or 
three of the railroads with which I have con- 
tracts were part owners of the cars, as a part 
of the railroad companies are now—as the 
Rock Island is and other railroads.”

South Water street markets were generally

WHISKY TAX UNPAID. 


LOAN NOT MADE BEOAUSE DIREOT- 
ORS WOULD NOT SIGN PAPER. 


General Impression That the Whole Busi- 
ness Was buta Stock Manipulating Op- 
eration=West Chicago Street Railroad 
Heavy in the Local Market=Progress of 
Electrical Work=<Financiering Th reugh 
Auxillary Companies — Advance in 
Struwboard=—Lower Sterling Rates. 


The whisky trust loan was not made. The 
law has gone into effect ard the great bulk of 
the product owned by the company is still in 
bond and there ig now no way of getting it 
out except at the new rate of revenue tax. 
There is much discussion over the reali reason 
why the negotiations for this loan failed. The 
real reason is probably to be found in the fact 
that the management of the Distillers’ com- 
pany never intended to make the loan. The 
inside history of the affair is gradually com- 
ing out, and it seems to run about like this: 
The management of the whisky trust went 
to the New York syndicate and began negoti- 
ations on the understanding that the responsi- 
ble officers of the company would guarantee 
the paper personally in addition to the securi- 
ty offered by the signature of the company 
and the whisky which was to be put up as col- 
lateral, It was upon this understanding of a 
personal guarantee that the” syndicate agreed to 
advance the mecney. Announcement was then 
made by the whisky people and contirmed by the 
syndicate that the loan had gone through and the 
stock jumped several points in the market. Ex- 
ceedingly active trading followed and there is 
pretty good réason to believe that the selling 
came from these insiders in the trust. The loan 
was to have gone through Saturday, but it was 
postponed for various trivial reasons until yes- 
terday, and then it failed altogether. And the 
failure was because the directors of the whisky 
trust declined to sign any paper. The New York 
syndicate immediately stopped the negotiations 
when they found matters bad taken that turn, 
and the stock market, which had been so obedi- 
ent to previous manipulations, went off 
readily under the influence of the 
announcemeut that no loan could be made. 
The lLliinois Trust and Savings Bank was 
brought into the afiair at the request of three 
ae gage financial institutions in New 

‘ork, which were totake an iuterest'§ in 
the syndicate iending themoney. The Chi- 
cago bank acted merely as trustees in 
the matter and according to instructions 
from the New York syndicate and the whisky 
managers took possessivn of the property in the 

nded warehouses at Peoria. The whole thing 
looks like as neat a piece of stock jobbing as the 
whisky managers have yet devised, and nv higher 
compliment could be paid to it than to say that. 
Responsible tinancial institutions were unknow- 
ingiy pulled into the matter and used to give an 
appearance of genuineness to the story that the 
big loan had been made, and in the meantime the 
managers of the property, itis pretty generally 
believed, were making their profits out of the 
stock market, rather than outof the successful 
conduct of the company’s business. 

There was littie feature to the local stock mar- 
ket yesterday. The tendency)was heavy. Ali in- 
terest ceptered in West Chi¢ago street railway 
stock. That opened at 125 for the second ac- 
count and closed at 124 for the second account, 
having in the meantime been up to 125% and 
dewn to 123%. There continued to be unlimited 
stock for saie, although the pressure was rather 
less yesterday than has been the case for some 
days before. The public is beginning to believe 
that it is the other man’s game in West Side 
stock just now and that the outsiders stand but 
a small show. -Considerable bullish talk is be- 
ginning to emanate more or jess directly from the 
inside. Traffic is said to be showing considerable 
improvement and it is declared that the 
year's result up to date is much 
better than has been generally supposed. it is 
stated that earnings so far are but little below 
18V¥2 and that operating expenses have been 
much more economical than iast year or the 
year before. The average trader takes these 
statements with liberal quantities of salt. It 
would seem to be such an easy affair to set at 
rest the idle rumors and to make some official 
statement of just what the situation in West 
Side is, and it would seem that the hoiders of its 
many miilions of securities were entitled to such 
Itis hard to see what objection 
there might be co stating just what the earnings 
of the company have been so far this year. At 
the end of the year the truth will be known to 
every one. There is no denying that-the public is 
losing confidence in West Side and that con- 
fidence will not be regained until the manage- 
ment merits it by Jetting the public know some- 
thing about the real financial situation of the 
company. 

Some idea of the expenditures required to turn 
the horse car lines into electric motor linas can 
be had from the fact that there isnow on the way 
from the milis 30,000 tons of steel rails for the 
West Chicago street railroad company. That 
alone will cost over $600,000, and in addition to 
that there 1s the eutire expense of electric mas: 
chinery, dynamos, motor cars, ete. Electrical- 
work oi®the North Side and West Side has been 
considerably deiayed by strikes, fires. and other 
unfortunate incidents, but satisfactory progress 
is now being made. On tne North Side the power 
house, which, by the way, is not being built by 
the North Side company. but by one of the auxii- 
lary companies, is now coinpleted so far as the 
foundation is concerned and the brick work on 
the upper part of the building was started yes- 
terday. Construction is now started on Van Bu- 
ren street and that iine will be the first on the 
Wesn Side to be put into operation. 

It is easy to see that the tinanciering which the 
West Side and North Side companies must do is 
to be accom piished through the several auxilia- 
ry electric companies that. have lately been or- 
ganized. Under those organizations much of te 
new construction is being done, although it is be- 
ing supervised by the officiais of the North Side 
and West Side companies, and is, as a matter of 
fact, but a part of the general scheme for the 
electric extentions of tnose companies. These 
auxiliary companies have made mortgages se- 
curing several million dollars of bonds, but the 
public has not been taken into the contidence of 
the management as to the relations between 
these companies and the parent companies. The 
creation of secuities by these auxiliary compan- 
ies is practically the same thing as the issuing of 
new securities by the old companies, and it is as 
smportant that the security hoiders of the North 
and West Side companies should have thorough 
information about thiem as to know about the of- 
ficers ef their own corpurations. yr 

American Strawboard stock has advanced to 
35. There has been buying by directors of the 
company, but they say that there is nothing in 
the situation to warrant specially bullish views. 
They have hope of an agreement with the outside 
inills by which prices will be advanced and pro- 
duction limited. But they claim that the recent 
purchases by insiders have been for the purpose 
of bringing their holdings down to a lower aver- 
age and not upon any certainty of immediate im- 
provement in the situation.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND AND THE TAB- 
IFF LAW. | 
The new tariff bill has become a law witb- 


out the President’s signature. In 
what he wrote regarding it nearly two tnonths 
ago it was impossible for him to put his name 
to it. It has not been altered by the crossing 
of a “t” or the dotting of an “‘i’’ since he at- 
tacked it so vigorously in his letter to Chair- 
man Wilson. But. for that letter he could 
have signed the bill without too apparent 
stultification and doubtless would have done so 
eight days ago. 

He burned his bridges behind him when he 
allowed that letter to be made public. He 
spoke out so plainly in it that it became im- 
possible for him to retrace his steps. Had he 
sent any message to Congress regarding this 
bill which he has declined to sign it would 
have been simply a restatement of the points 
wnade in his letter to Mr. Wilson. 

Whoever wishes to know what the President 
thought and stili thinks about the tariff legis- 
lation of his party need only read that letter. 
As some time has gone by since it was made 
public Taz Tripune reprints it in another 
column for the benefit of its readers. And it 
is proper to state that the sentiments ex- 
pressed therein by the President are shared 
fully. by the great majority of the members of 
his own party. They believe with him that the 
principles laid down in the platform of 1802, 
on which Mr. Cleveland was elected, should 
have been carried out. 

The Democrats in Congress wanted Mr.

THE ‘‘ SHARE” OF LABOR. 

In testifying before the Strike Commission 

Saturday Mr. Gompers, President of the 
American Federation of Labor, said: 
- Labor is the producer of the wealth of the 
world, and should havea right to have a larger 
share of the product of its labor, and is going to 
have it. 

Mr. Gompers appears to be ignorant of 


what capital is and of what labor is. If he 
could understand that capital is a result of 
past labor. while what he calls labor is the 
toil of the present and near future, the gen- 
tlernan could talk more knowingly on the 
subject. Capital, that is past labor, not only 
is the money required to pay wages in the 
present, but it constitutes the producers’ raw 
materials that are used, the tools and machin- 
ery employed in the manufacturing processes, 
and the buildings and grounds necessary to 
the performance of the work. When a car- 
penter starts to bore a hole ina plank with an 
auger he has to have the use of capital in two 
forms, besides the wages on which he must 
subsist previous to the time that the 
work done produces income for the cap- 
italist. The plank bas had to be cut and 
transported to the place where used, and the 
auger to be made and sold, Both the plank 
and the auger have been produced by labor, 
and neither the material nor the tool would 
have been produved and puid for without an 
expectation that: the products of energy thus 
paid for could be used or sold so as to yield a 
profit ot the operation. Mr. Gompers and 
others of his schvol forget this essential fact. 
They taikas if there were no labor except 
that of the present to be paid for, as if they 
thought the tool and the plank would be there 
anyhow. whether wanted or not, and that all 
the worker has to do is to appropriate what 
has been done before him, or even whathe 
may havedoue previously and been paid for. 
The extreme labor demand takes no cogniz- 
ance of the fact that if such an appropriation 
could be made the worn-out tool and the used- 
up material would not be replaced by capital 
and the operation soon would coime to a dead 
stop by the destruction of the prospect of 
protit on paying for the labor required to pro- 
duce other tools and producers’ raw materials. 

Capital must buy or hire these tools and 
material or it cannot employ the labor. 
Having done so it cannot afford to pay more 
than the market price for the labor. If the 
ewployer attempts to pay more than that his 
capital eats itself up instead of being repro- 
duced, and that is the end »f it. The laborer 
loses by this as well as the employer, because 
work having stopped the payment of wages 
ceases. The employer will not pay wages any 
longer than he can help if he has to lose by 
the operation. The worker then finds that 
capital is necessary to labor as labor is nece:- 
sary to capital. Each of the two is necessary 
to the profitable use of the other. 

Tho rate of wages is fixed by the consumer, 
for unless the exnployer can meet the market 
by offering his. goods at prices which the con- 
summer is willing to pay he is unable to sell at 
all,.hence must cease to produce. When the 
consumer insists on lower prices as a condi- 
tion to his purchasing the manufacturer must 
reduce his prices. But when this necessity is 
forced upon him he must meet it by reducing. 
the cost of production in order to keep his 
capital intact. He must cut wages. If he 
cannot obtain pay for the products of the 
past lavos wished to be used in the present he 
has no sufficient inducement to pay for cur- 
rent labor. In other words, if he cannot get 
back his own he will not pay to have stored 
up the results of present labor, and the work- 
ers are foolish if they expect him to act 
other wise, 

The ability of the manufacturer to demand 
and insist upen prices dépends upon the ae- 


mand for consu™\ion, which varies with

conditions that are outside the control of cap- 
ital or labor engaged in the production. To 
a very large extent it is controlled by the 
policy of the government on economic ques- 
tions, such as the tariff and cusrency. The 
present great distress is due to a falling off in 
the demand for goods, a reduced consump- 
tion, and that forced a falling market, on 
which capitalists could not obtain former 
prices, therefore could uot afford to pay 
former wages. It mostly is traceable to the 
unwise action of the Democrats in seeking to 
“reform” the tariff. and. perhaps, in part to 
fears of the result of Populist agitation for a 
debused currency which the Democrats alone 
would not be able to bring about. But the 
Populists seek to ignore the real causes of in- 
dustrial distress and propose remedies which 
would make that distress greater. Until con- 
sumption can be increased, there is no likeli- 
hood that the prices of wages will advance, 
and all efforts on the part of trades unions to 
boost them must be futile. But the best way 
to encourage an increased consumption is to 
foster the emnployment Of labor by making it 
to the interest of employers to hire and pay 
workers, as they and their families constitute 
a very large percentage of the whole body of 


consumers. 
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WHY POPULISTS DODGE THE TARIFF. 

The platform of the Cook County Populists 
has rot a word about the tariff question. 
Neither has the State platform, which it in- 

orses, Neither has the Omaha platform, 
which it also indorses, with the exception of 
the brief declaration that the old parties are 
waging a sham fight over the tariff. 

Oue great reason for this singular silence 
is the fear that to come out on one side or the 
other would involve a loss of votes. To de- 
clare in favor of protection would keep out 
free traders among city workmen. To in- 
dorse free trade would drive off a percentage 
of farming votes. For there are few men-in 
city or country who have not opinions o 
some kind about the tariff and who would 
not hesitate to join a party which antagonized 
those opinions. 

So the Cook County Populists refuse to 
show their hand on this question and offer as 
} their sovercign remedy for the ills of the 
workingmen the removal of the present 
officeholders, mostly Democrats, and the 
election in théir place of Populists, who will 
proceed to get fat on the emoluments of 
office. Having secured well-paid places they 
will set in to have a jolly time, They wil or- 
ganize marching clubs, they will get up a 
machine, assess the gamblers for their benefit, 
and go off on picnics when they ought to be 
at work, 

Since there area good many workingmen 
here who are in distress it would have looked 
better if the Populists had picked out sore of 
them as their candidates. Instead of that they 
have given the preference to the walking deie- 
gatesand the agitators, who have not suf- 
fered by the recent labor troubles. They are 
to have the offices, though they are the ones 
who need thein the least. A party which acts 
thus has no right to call itself *‘the party of 
humanity.”’ As there ate but few offices they 
should have been given to those who need 
them the most. 

The walking delegate candidates promise, 
however, that if they get into office they will 
take care of all their needy brethren, not by 
giving them places, but by legislating for 
their benefit. They promise, for instance, to 
pass laws which will give the workingmen 
and the farmers shinplasters to their hearts’ 
econtept. The farmer will be allowed to bor- 
row these shinplasters on the security of his 
farm, or of his crops, stored in a government 
warehouse, and pay only 2 per cent interest 
on the loan. Ashe will pay the interest in 
shinplasters as worthless as those he bor- 
rows he will not find it hard to meet his 
obligations. The workingman being paid in 


he is getting big wages.. He can ask fiftyora 
hundred or five hundred dollars for a day’s 
work, Hecan brag of his high Populist pay, 
though the money in which he is paid will buy 
him nothing. 

And then the Populists say that. they will 
add to the happiness of the workingman by 
transferring to the State the control of the 
ineans of production and distribution. The 
State is to take charge of the raising of crops 
and the manufacture of goods and of their 
distribution to consumers. The senior 
Democratic organ, which approves of every- 
thing else in the platform, cannot agree with 
thie, deeming it a little too ultra. But the 
State socialistic doctrines of this plank are 
very near to the hearts of the Populist lead- 
ets, and they will not abandon them to please 
a Democratic paper. 

Thas the Populists' tell the people that the 
only way for thern to be happy is to elect 
to office walking delegates and laber dema- 
gogues who will give them worthless shinplas- 
ters and State socialism... And. yet it is a fact 
that the present distress among the people 
was not caused bya lack of shinplasters or 
by the absence of State socialism. It was due 
directly to charges in the tariff. It grew out 
ofa partial abandonment of a tariff policy 
which has been in effect for thirty years. 
That fact the Populists ignore in their plat- 
forms. Most.of their men in Congress voted 
for free trade, but the party will not commit 
itself officially from the fear of losing votes 
and thus lessening its chance of getting the 
offices. Its leaders here and _ elsewhere are 
place-hunting cowards. 


A FRIEND OF ALIEN ANARCHISTS. 

One of the persons whose objection, at a 
time when the House did not have a quorum, 
defeated the passage of Senatgr Hill's bill for 
the keeping out of alien Anarchists was Con- 
gressman Goldzier of this city. He will find 
it impossible to justify his course to his con- 
stituents, for there is not a single provision 
of the bill to which tney take exception. It 
declares that alien Anarchists shall not be al- 
lowed to take refuge in this country after 
Europe has become too hot for them, It says 
that they must be stopped when they attempt 
to land and sent back as paupersand insane 
persons are. It declares also that if they 
evade the vigilance of the authorities and do 
succeed in landing they can be deported. 

Mr. Goldzier thinks it terrible that an alien 
Anarchist should be sent out of the country 
without a jury trial, ending after some weeks 
ina verdict to be appealed from court to 
court, so the entire proceeding wiil last for a 
year ortwo,. That would make business for 
the legal profession, to- which Mr. Goldzier 
belongs, but it would make the lawa farce. 
The Congressman chooses to ignore the fact 
that She bill does not deal with American but 
with alien Anarchists. It does uot apply to 
American citizens, but to men who have 
forced themselves into the country in defi- 
ance of its laws for the. purpose of carrying 
on a warfare against its government. 

Itis strange that a Congressman coming 
from a city which has had as much painful 
experience with anarchy as Chicago should ve 
80 anxious to nake it easy for alien Anarchists 
to get into the country and stay here. There 
came to the United States from England a 
few weeks agoa notorious Anarchist by tho 
name of Mowbray. No sooner did he arrive 
than he began an Anarchist agitation which 
had been interfered with somewhat in En- 
giand by his temporary residence in a prison. 
If Senator Hill’s measure had been in force 
his reputation would have preceded him and 
Are would not have been allowed to land. If

‘The voters in their districts 
should take care of these two: men next No- 
vember and sev to it that they do not remain 
in Congress to protect alien Anarchists.

KEEPING THE MANUFACTURERS IN 8US- 
PENSE. 

In his speech opening the campaign in 
Maine. made last Saturday by ex-Speaker 
Reed, he said that— 

After the repeal of the purchasing clause had 
uncovered the real situation of the country it 
then became the duty of Congress, even from a 
Democratic point of view, to pass such a tariff 
bill as would give to us a reasonable degree of 
assurance that the basis there @tablished would 
be one that would be permanent for a sufficient 


period of time, a period at least so long as the 


victorious party was to bo in power. 

But mstead of doing that the Democrats of 
the Ways and Means committee drafted a bil! 
**in accordance with certain theories which 
they thought might possibly fit their theories 
of ultimate free trade,”’ That bill ** violated 
the first principles of the Democratic plat- 
forin,”’ although claiming to fulfill them, The 
House bill was modified in the Senate so that 
it will be less disastrous than in the original 
form. While admitting that, Mr. Reed says: 

But there is one thing from which we must free 
our minds, an@that is the idea that this bill, 
however bad it may be, is the basis upon which 
the business of the country may adjust itself 
upon a lower plane of wages with safety and pro- 
eced with whatever is left to us of the industries 
of the country. Thatidea we must dismiss abso- 
lutely from our minds. The fact remains that 
this bill is not a finality. 


As evidence of the correctness of this state- 
ment he quoted the remarks of Chairman 
Wilson and of Senator Mills to the effect that 
the bill which has been passed is only the first 
step in the march towards free trade. 

Since last suinmer the manufacturers of the 
United States have been in a state of distress- 
ful uncertainty. They knew that the tariff 
was going to be changed and that wages 
would have to be lowered if they were to con- 
tinue in business, but they had no means of 
knowing exactly what those changes would 
be. The tariff bill was before Congress for 
eight months. The manufacturers were-r on 
the griddle all that: time. They and business- 
men generally begged Congress to act so they 
might know where they stood. | 

At last the manufacturers know how much 
less protection they are to have. They know 


| how much they will have to lower the prices 


of their goods to compete with foreign prod- 
ucts. They know about how much wages will 
have to be reduced in order that they can 
manufacture without loss. If let alone the 
manufacturers will adapt themselves as best 
they can to the new state of things. But they 
are not to be let alone. They are told author- 
itatively that the new law is not a finality, but 
will be changed, even though the party which 
passed it remains in power. 

The next Congress if Democratic will cut 
protection still more. There is no certainty 
that the present Congress anay not make 
changes at the short session. So the manu- 
facturers are all at sea again. They knew the 
McKinley law would outlast Harrison’s term 
at least. Whether the new law will outlast 
Cleveland’s term they cannot tell. 
before them continued agitation of the turiff 
question, with the prospect of another perivd 
of uncertainty, interspersed with strikes and 
lockouts. They want industrial peace, and 
the Democrats promise them continued in- 
dustrial war. 


THE NEW COURT-HOUSE PROJECT. 

Tue TripuNgeE mentioned yesterday those 
legal difficulties which make it out of the 
question for the County Board to entertain 
the plan submitted to it for the erection 
of a new court-house, But even if those legal 
obstucies did not exist there are reasons why 
the board should not accept the offer made to 
it. One of them is that when the time 
comes, as come it must, forethe construction 
of new municipal buildings on the Court- 
House square there should be perfect bar- 
mony of action between the city and county, 
so that architecturally there will be one build- 
ing on the square and not two, To have a 
fourteen-story office building on one half and 
the present City Hall or something like it on 
the other half never would do. 

The proper policy is for the city and county 
tocvtome to an agreement for the erection of 
a first-class office building equal in quality of 
matenals aud handsomeness of design to any 
of the large structures for which Chicago is 
notable. .-That building should have roofs 
which do not leak, ceilings which do not fall, 
walis-which do not crack, windows which let 
in ample light, foundations which do not 
sink, and plumbing which is not a sin against 
sanitation. 

As far. as the rooms are concerned it should 
be borne in mind that the taxpayers do not 
want their money expended in making them 
luxurious salons for Judges, or boudoirs for 
city or county officials. The plans which 
have been subinitted to the County Board 


‘provide for enshrining the Judges in apart- 


ments of Orientait splendor. There is to be 
no wood used less valuable than mahogany, 
no stone less costly than marble or Mexican 
onyx. There is no necessity for this extrava- 
gance. It may please the eye of a Judge to 
rest on ammarhble walleven if it be stained 
with tobacco juice, instead of a plastered one, 
but his decisions will be none the better for 
the marble and the rosewood. Honest, solid 
oak will answer all purposes. 

Nor is there any necessity for the erection 
of a fourteen-story building. One which is 
six or seven stories" in height and is propertly 
planned will furnish all the room which city 
and county will need. If honestly and econorn- 
ically constructed inside and out, the cost 
will be so moderate that it will come. within 
the means of the two municipalities, and the 
taxpayers will not begrudge the money. 
There will be no opposition on their parttoa 
new buiiding if they know they are to get 
their money's worth, but a proposition to put 
up a building of double -height and go into 
tne office-renting business would provoke op- 
position too serious to be overcome, 

There must be a new Court-House, That 
cannot be disputed, But the present oneis noi 
uninhabitable. It is notas bad a wreck as 
the Postoftice Building. The county can get 
along with it until itcan make arrangements 
with the city and the two can work together 
in a business-like way to put up a satisfactory 
structure exclusively for their own use. 
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Tue Journal of Education reports a serics 
of higuly commendable resolutions adopted 
by the Board of Education of Stockton, but 
does not mention the State in which this par. 
ticular Stockton is situated. The resolutions 
declare that in employing new teachers and 
retaining old ones the board should not lose 
sight of the fact that the schools are estab- 
lished for the pupils, that it is the imperative 
duty of the board to select and retain those 
teachers who are best qualified to upbuild the 
character and train the mind of the pupil, and

OLEVELAND’S LETTER TO WILSON. 


What the President Said to the Author of 
the Tariff Bill, -. 


Executive Mansion, WasHinoton, D.C., Jaly— 


2, 1894.—To the Hon. William lL, Wilson—My 
Dear Sir: The certainty that a conference will be 
ordeged between the two Houses of Congress for 
the purpose of adjusting differences on the sub- 
ject of tariff legislation makes it also certain that 
you will be again called upon to do hard service 
in the cause of tariff reform. My publie life has 
been so closely related to the subject, Fyhave so 
longed for its accomplishment, and [ have so 
often promised its realization to my follow-coun- 
trymen as a result of their trust and confidence 
in the Democratic party. 1 hope no excuse is nee- 
essary for my carnest appeal to you that in this 
crisis you strenuously insist upon party honesty 
and good faith and a sturdy adherence to Demo- 
cratic principles. I believe these are absolutely 
necessary conditions to the continuance of Dem- 
ocratic existence. x 

1 cannot rid m5 self of the feeling that this con- 
ference will present the best if not the only hope 
of true Democracy. Indications point to its ac- 
tion as the reliance of those who desire the genu- 
ine fruition of Democratic effort, the fulfillment 
of Democratic pledges, and the redemption - of 
Democratie promises to the people. To reconcilé 
differences in the details ‘comprised ) 
fixed and-well defined lin@s of principle will not 
be the sule task of the conference, but, as it seems 
to me, its members will also have in charge the 
question whether Democratic principies them- 
selves are to be saved or abandoned. 

There is no excuse for mistaking or misappre- 
hending the feeting and the temper of the rank 
and fiie of the Democracy. They are downcast 
under the assertion that their party fails in abil- 
ity to manage the government, and they are ap- 

rehensive that efforts to bring about tariff re- 
orm may fail, but they aro much more downeast 
and appichensive in their fear Democratic 
principle may be surreadered. . 

In these circumstances they cannot do other- 
wise than to look with confidence to you and 
those who, with you, have patriotically and sin- 
cerely championed the cause of tariff reform 
within Democratic lines wand guided by Demo- 
cratic principles. This-eonfidence is vastly aug- 
mented by the action, under your leadership, of 
the House of Representatives upon the bill now 
pending. Every true Democrat and every sincere 
tariff reformer knows that this bill in its present 


form and as it will be submitted to the confer- 


ence falis far short of the co mmation for 
which we have long labored, for which we have 
sutfered defeat without discouragement; which,

Woe are as certain today as we have ever 
been of the great be aefit that would accrue to the 
country from the inauguration of this policy and 
nothing has occurred to reledse us from our ob- 
ligation to secure this advantage to our people. 
It must be admitted that no tariff measure can 
accord with Democratic principles and promises 
or bear a genuine Democratic badge does 
not provide for free raw materials. 

In these circumstances it may well excite our

faith.

I say sometning in relation to a 
which can hardly fail to be 
conference. I refer to the - 
taxation on sugar. Under our party platform 
and iv accordance with our declared party pur- 
poses sugar is a legitimate and logical article of 
revenue taxation. Unfortunately, however, inci- 
dents have accompanied certain stages of the 
legislation which will be submitted to the con- 
ference that have aroused in connection with this 
subject a natural Democratic animosity to the 
methods and manipulations of trusts and combi- 
nations. I confess to sharing in this feeling, and 
yet it seems to me we ought if possible to suffi- 
ciently free ourselves from prejudice to enable us 
‘cooily t) weigh the considerations which, in for- 
mulating tariff legislation, ought to guide our 
treatment of sugar as a taxable article. 

While no tenderness should be entertained for 
trusts, and while | am decidedly opposed to 
granting them, uader the guise of tariff taxation, 
any »pportunity to further their peculiar meti:- 
ods, | suggest that we ought notto be driven 
away from the Democratic pos and policy 
which . led to the taxation of sugar by the fear, 
qaate likely exaggerated, that in carrying out 
this principle and policy we may indirectly and 
inordinately encourage a combination of sugar- 
refining interests. 

I know that in present conditions this is a del- 
icate subject and! appreciate the depth and 
strength of the feeling which its treatment has 
aroused. I do not believe that we should do evil 
that good may come, but it seems to me that we 
should not forget that our aim is the completion 
of the tariff, and in taxing sugar for proper pur- 
poses and within reasonabie bounds, whatever 
else may be said of our action, we arein no dan- 
ger of running counter to Democratic principle. 

ith all-there is at stake there must in the 
treatment of this article some ground upon 
which we are ali willing to stand, where tolera- 
tion and conciliation may te allowed to solve 
the problem without demanding the entire sur- 
render of fixed and conscientious convictions. 

I ought not to prolong this letter. If what I 
have written is unwelcome | beg you to believe 
in my good intentions. In the conclusions of the 
conference touching the numerous items which 
will be considered the people are not afrajd that 
their interests will be neglected. They know 
that the general result, so far as they are con- 
cerned, wiil be to place home necessaries and 
comforts more easily within their reach and to 
insure better and surer compensation to those 
who toil. We all know that a tariff law covering 
all the varied interests and conditions of a coun- 
try a8 vast as ours must of necessity be largely 
the result of honorable adjustment and compro- 
mise.

TO VISIT THE POPE. 


CARDINAL GIBBONS INVITED TO 
ROME BY THE PONTIFY. 


Leo in an Affectionately Worded Message 
Asks the Prelate- to Come to Kome 
That Matters of Moment to American 
Catholics May Be Considered=Senator 
Woleatt of Colorado Says He Found 
the Sentiment Towards Silver Grad- 
ually Changing in Europe. 

New York, Aug. 27,—[Special. ]—A private 
cable dispatch from Rome to the World 
says the Pope has sent Cardinal Gibbons an 
autograph letter cordially inviting him to 
visit Rome. Pope Leois particularly anx- 
ious to consult upon matters of interest to 
Catholics in America. The letter of invita- 
tion is couched in affectionate terms and tes- 
tifies to the high esteem in which the Caidi- 
nal is held at the Vatican. 

It is believed in Rome that Cardinal Gib- 
bons will spena Christmas there should he be 
able to arrange for the journey intime. He 
will be sure of a hearty welcome from the 
American colony, which still cherishes the 
memory of his last visit in 1887. 

Although in a general way it is well known 
that there are many points of interest to 
American Catholics about which the Pope 
might desire to confer with Cardinal Gib- 
bons, the special reasons which impelled him 
to invite the Cardinal to Ronie this year have 
not been published. In- connection with the 
Cardinal’s projected voyage there has 
been a revival of interest in the ru- 
mer that Mgr. Satolli’s powers 48 
apostolic delegate are to be widened, 
and that ‘‘ he was to be transferred from con- 
trol of the propaganda to that of the Vati- 
ean.”’ On the face of it this rumor was inac- 
curate, if not absurd.

FUNERAL OF DETEOTIVE OWENS. 


Great Gathering at the Church —Gordon 
and Lake Are Talkative. 

Patrick H. Owens, the murdered railway 
detective, was buried yesterday at Calvary. 
At 9:30 o'clock a company of officers from 
the West Chicago Avenue Station under com- 
mand of Lieut. Denzen and Sergt. Kallas 
reached the. house at No, 317 North May 
street and formed in double line on the curb 
and kept an open space for the carriages, 
The funere! cortége was escorted to St. Ste- 
phen’s Church at North Sangam on and West 
Ohio streets by the West Chicago Avenue of- 
ficers and foliowing them came a military 
band. Atthe church solemn high mass was 
celebrated in the presence of an immense 
congregation by Father Quinn. The pall- 
bearers were John Flynn, ‘limnothy Riordon, 
Frank Revere, William West, P. D. Owens, 
and Cornelius Cullen. Sergt. John Revere 
served as Trustee-at-large and Sergt. John J. 
Murphy was Precinct Trustee. Among the 
floral tributes was a star, the gift of Detective 
Owens’ brother officers. 

Inspector Schaack yesterday afternoon 
made further investigation into tne shooting 
of Owens by Gordon and Lake. The exami- 
nation was for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the murder occurred in Lake or this 
county. Conductor Largeant who was on board 


the freight train which the bandits first held | 


up, was called to the West Chicago Avenue 
Station. He said that the freight train was 
at the station called Deertield, on the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, and that 
it wasin Lake County. Inspector Schaack 
said this convinced him that the locai au- 
thorities had no jurisdiction over the shooting 
of Officer Owens and that the men should be 
tried in the Lake County courts. The shoot- 
ing of Special Officer Patrick McGrath will, 
however, be brought before the grand jury of 
this county, so that there will be no possible 

ance for the men to escape punishment. 
Gordon and Lake will be heid at the West 


Chicago Avenue Station until this morning, . 


when they will be turned over to the Lake 
County authorities. 

Both Gordon, alias Griswold, and Lake 

were in the best of spirits yesterday and in a 
talkative mood; Lake, who was shot through 
the body by Officer Finnegan of the Irving 
Park police, was attended by a physician yes- 
terday morning. He is suffering but little in- 
convenience and remarked to Gordon that he 
—— soon be in good trim again. While 
the 
the funeral march played by the military band 
leading the funeral procession of Officer 
Owens was heard in the cells. Gordon asked 
of the lockup-keeper the meaning of the music 
and when told that the funeral cortége of one 
of their victims was passing the station both 
men retired into their ceils. When the last 
strains of the music had died away Gordon, 
who displayed such bravado during the chase 
Saturday, was seen to wine away tears. 
_ Officer McGrath, who was shot three times 
by the bandits, is resting easily at St. Luke’s 
Hospital. The physicians who are attending 
him say that he will recover. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 27.—[Special. |—F. 
M. Griswoid, supposed to be the father of 
Gordon, alias H. F. Griswold, has been stop- 
‘ping for some time at the West End Hotel, in 
the extreme western part of the city. He 
left this morning for Chicago, 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 27.—One of the 
two desperadoes captured by the Chicago po- 
lice Saturday is badly wanted here. At least 
Capt. Lees thinks he is the man who escaped 
from this city last February after robbing 
members of the University club of valuable 
jowelry. The description of Gordon tallies with 
that of Henry Francis Gordon, who was em- 
ployed as a bedinaker in the University club. 
He worked but a few days and disappeared, 
taking with him several hundred dollars’ 


worth of rings, chains, and watches, which he ; 


had taken from the rooms of thé men who 
lived atthe club. It was asceréained that 
Gordon had a wife living in this city and had 
deserted her. From the story told by the wife 
it appears Gordon came here two years ago 
and was soon afterwards married.

CEDAR CREEK STYLE. 


GEN. MILES AND HIS MEN MIMIO A 
HISTORIO BATTLE. 


Amid the Fog a Small Crowd of Spectators 
Sits and Watches the Counterpart of 
One of the Famous Fights of the Civil 
Ware—How the Men Are Routed, Ral- 
lied, and Whirled Into Line for a Decis- 
ive Victory~Plans for the Maneuvers 
of Today. 


That rout at Cedar Creek was done over 
again yesterday by Gen, Miles and his young 
men. The forces were driven back, being 
taken. by surprise, the retreat became a 
stampede, and the whole Niles plain was 
alive with men and horses scampering to the 
rear. Then a rally was made, the shattered 
lines were braced, a tremendous fire opened 
up, and all the cavalry was massed and driven 
upon that suffering enemy ina headlong dis- 
charge, and it as all over. 

It made a most effective series of battle 
pictures. The retreat gave the spectators full 
chance to see how awfuf'is the rush of a panic- 
stricken army. ‘There were not many people 
out to see it, however; it was a dull, foggy, 
smoky day, and Mayor Mann’s grand stand 
loomed up like a monstrous skeleton in the 
mist, with only a bunch of sightseers here 
and there along the ranks of empty seats. 
Mayor Mann looked sorrowful. 

The gray skies and the fog curtains made 
the mock fight all the more picturesque. The 
line of battle was formed at the north of the 
field in the usual order. A troop of cavalry 
on the left and an infantry battalion on the 
right were thrown out as skirmishers, and as 
they moved cautiously over the plain the 
whole line crawled up slowly for a quarter of 
a mile, halted, and made ready to go into 
bivouac, Arms were stacked, troop horses 
were unsaddied, the guns parked, and the 
beasts that drew them unharnessed. The sol- 
diers wallowed comfortably in the grass. 

But those skirmishers away out .in advance 
were having a hot time of it. Neither in- 
fantry nor cavalry could standit. They came 
tearing in, firing as they ran, they did not stop 
until they were comfortably in the rear. Then 
bugles and trum pets began to screech alarms. 
There was a prodigious scurrying about of 
officers and men. Horses were saddied, guns 
were wheeled into line, the black lines of foot 
soldiers straightened and stiffened, and every- 
body made ready fora big fight. The artil- 
lery began it, opening with a heavy fire, and 
then came the spiteful crackle of the Spring- 
fields, But the whole line was pressed back, 
it was in full retreat, and the retreat became 
ascramble. The infantry came floating back 
in disorderly clouds—men darted incessantly 
out of the rear of these masses, fired hastily, 
and dropped back again. into the 


shelter of their comrades. The troo 7 
the 
horses. They, too, loaded their carbines as 
they ran, the men dropping in the grass, 
firing on the advancing enemy, and then scoot- 
ing away as Mard as they could go. The artil- 
lerymen were dragging their guns along by 
the trail ropes, too hard pressed to take time 
for limbering up. Once in awhile they sent 
in a spasinodic volley or two. 

The line was driven back thus almost to the 
northern extremity of the field. Then Gen. 
Miles, from his position in the rear of the 


‘center, sent aides galioping up and down to 


command arally. A strong stand was made; 
the tattered battallons came into something 
like order. The roar of the artillery grew 
louder and faster—a_ terrific cannonade, 
The infantry was silent for awhile, then 
the battalions, in close order, began to break 
out of the line and make forward on the dou- 
ble-quick; all the rest of the line came 
sweeping up behind. Half the lost ground 
was retaken, The line halted, disappeared in 
stnoke, as it began about the hottest, fastest 
fire since the maneuvers began. Under 
cover of this fire the whole cavalry force was 
massed on the left wing, ten troops, hurried 
away to the west ina splendid charge. ‘The 
cavalry came back ata trot, finishing with 
another charge at the grand-stand, just to 
show people how itis done. Then the whole 
body of troops moved off in company, troop, 
and battery front, passing in fine array befure 
Gen. Miles and the spectators. 


HOW THE LINE OF BATTLE WAS DRAWN. 


Details of the Cedar Creek Rout, Rally, and 
Final Victory. 

The line of battle was one that possessed 
elements of strength that made the rout at 
the first partof the engagement hard to ex- 
plain except on the ground that history has 
given for the defeat in the early part of that 
battle of which yssterday’s fight was supposed 
to be the counterpart. There was a strong 
detachment of cavalry at either flank of the 
line of battle, a mass of infantry that looked 
like a blue stockade side at the center, 
and there was artillery enough to make 
that arm of the service rather outweigh the 
others represented. The usual advance was 
thrown out and a troop of cavalry deployed as 
skirmishers. It was backed by an infantry 
support. The enemy’s advance struck the’ 
outposts and struck them hard. The cavalry 
and infantry came hustling back like scared 
sheep. It was the experience of Wright’s ad- 
vance at Cedar Creek over again. The main 
line steod for a few moments and poured in a 
rapid fire that could not have failed to check 
an advance in force had it been well 
directed. Then there was a crash to the 
front, a roaring rebel yell, and Miles’ 
infantry broke and ran. The center was gone. 
The right and left wings heid their ground for 
atime, both cavalry and artillery firing rapid- 
ly, but with little apparent precision. Then 
the enemy, under command of the shade of 
Jubal Early, made a movement that fore- 
shadowed the turningof the left flank of 
* our” line. The cavalry broke and 
retreated in disorder and the artillery 
followed suit. The officers of the 
infantry command, had by this time succeed- 
ed in checking to some extent the headlong 
flightof the men. The ranks haited oc- 
casionally to send back answering lead to the 
storm of buliets that was following their re- 
treating steps. Finally the field officer by 
command and threatening to shoot non-com- 
missioned officers and -closers who were 


leading the stampede managed to get their | 


battalions into control. The infantry line 
was reformed and volley after volley fired by 
steady masses shoulder to shoulder succeeded 
the desultory discharges of a moment pre- 
vidus. The cavalry and artillery faliing back 
in disordered formation saw the reformed in- 
fantrymen and-staid their flight. The line 
of battle was in solid front once more. The 
General in command had arrived and the ad- 
vance of the enemy was checked. 

To turn the temporary advantage into de- 
cisive victory needed an immediate offensive 
movement. The center was thrown forward, 
advancing firimg. Under cover of this move- 
ment the cavairy of the right wing made a 
rapid movement in rear of the center and 
joined forces with the squadron on the left. 
Lebo’s cavairy command, the left, cume 
“close column on first troop”’ and charged. 
Arriving at the enemy’s flank there was a 
change of front and direction, and the cav.-. 
airy, in squadron front, poured an enfilading 
fire into the enemy’s ranks. Morris’ cavairy 
swept by the rear of Lebo, and, coming on 
right into line, coupled cavalry front into a 
regimental formation. ‘Charge!’ waa the 
order, and the great line surged forward like 
a wave, broke the enemy’s line completely, 
and Miles had won the battle of Cedar Creek 
once more for the glory of Sheridan’s mem- 
ory.

Second Experimental Exhibition of Stere- 
opticon Pictures of the White City. 

A second experimental exhibition of the ap- 
plication of stereopticon pictures to the pro- 
duction of cycloramic effects was given last 
night at the Chicago Fire Cycilorama Build- 
ing. The object was to show color effects, the 
slides used on the previous occasion showing 
merely photographic tones without any at- 
tempt at tinting. With colored slides the im- 
proved effect was considerable, indicating 
that there are great possibilities in the new 
system which require only a pertect mechan- 
ical equipment to achieve, Slides introducing 
moving figures were also employed. The de- 
feet of the exhibition, the imperfect junc- 
tions of the pictures, was the result of using 
lenses adapted only to flat surfaces to throw 
pictures on the curved surface presented by a 
canvas hung round a circular wall.

‘Beyond the reduction in the wages?’ 
“Yes, we got the figures which covered the 
reduced wages, and then the company took 
$400 off that in order that the men could 


work. Suppose we hadn't cut them; the men | 


would have had nothing to do. 
‘*T understand that; but how much was the 
reduction on a single car?” ‘I don’t know.” 


Doesn't Kuow About Wages. 


‘* How much were the wages on the build- 
ing of the 400 cars?’ ‘I can’t tell you.”’ 

‘**Upon what did you base the statemeat 
that the company lost money, if you don’t 
know?’ ‘* The estimate was laid before me 


and it showed the cost of building thecars. I- 


took off somewhere between $300 and $400 
a car.”’ 

‘During the year 1893, what were the 
wages of a skilled workman?” “I don’t 
know.”’ 

* Do you know the average wages prior to 
the strike?”’ ‘*I don’t know.” 

** How do you say that there was a 20 to 25 
per cent reduction?”’’ ‘‘I have seen that 
statement in the office. I have not made the 
com putation,”’ 

**Isn’t it a fact that in the years_1892 and 
1893 the skilled workmen were paid .by the 
day and not by piece work?” ‘No, sir; but 
I would refer you in that matter to the Sec- 
ond Vice-President, Mr. Wickes.”’ 

‘* You don’t remember any marked change 
in the wages?’ ‘* The general tendency has 
always been as much as possible to pay the 
men by the picce.”’ 

‘*Was there any particular policy that de- 
termined the change from day work to piece 
work?” ‘‘No, sir.” ° 

‘* Did any of the railroad companies or offi- 
cers or representatives either state to you or 
in any way convey to you any suggestions that 
if you took steps toward arbitration they 
would boycott the Pullman cars?’ ‘* No, 
sir:.they aid not.” 

‘Did any of the railroad companies at. 
tempt to influence you?’ ‘No, sir; they did 
not in the slightest.”’ 

‘* Did they ever give any advice, or did you 
ever get any advice from any of the railway 


companies, with reference to arbitration?’’ . 
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** No, sif.’ 

‘Then any charges to that effect are un- 
true?’ ‘* Yes, sir; they are untrue. Ihave 
discussed during the strike with such railroad 
menas Ihave happened to meet the subject 
of arbitration, but no railroad man sought to 
influence me one way or the other.”’ 

‘*Were you present at the meetings of any 
of the railway Presidents or the General Man- 
agers’ Association in Chicago or New York, 
where this matter was discussed?” ‘‘I] was 
not.”’ 

‘*Do you know anything of any action taken 
by railway people that refused to commend 
the strike or allow it to continue or anything 
of that kind?’ ‘Not personally. The pam- 
phiet speaks of that. I wasn’t present at the 
meetings of the General Managers’ Associa- 
tion.” 

** Were there any meetings of the General 
Managers or Presidents of the roads at which 
you were present?’ ‘No, sir, there was 
none.”’ 

‘*‘And you know nothing abvut anything 
that may have been done there with reference 
to arbitration!’ ‘* No, sir, Ido not.”’ 

‘**IT think you said you stated to the Griev- 
ance committee that your books might be ex- 
ainined in order to show. the wages?” ‘I 
didn’t undertake to show the condition of the 
company. Isaid tne books relating to the 
losses on cars could be seen. You will see 
that on the second page of the pamphlet.”’ 

** You say in that book that there were fifty- 
five Long Island care and twenty-five cars of 
the Lake Street L and 250 refrigerator cars 
for the Northwestern road and 3800 stock 
cars for the same road?’ ‘“* My reasons are 
in the same paragraph for the reduction of 
wages that I was endeavormg to get cars, and 
l was showing what the company was sacri- 
ficing. The only claim was the restoring of 
the wages of 1893. The question as to the 
adjustment of the grievances had alréady 
been considered.” 

Tenants Must Make Repairs. « 


‘*‘The excuse you offer was the loss sus. 
tained in the construction of these cars ; is that 
true?” “ Not quite true.”

‘That isn’t the question. The commission 
only carea to have what the lease states.””

Blames the A. R. U. 


‘You referred to the character of the men 
who live in Pullman. Can you state what the 
influences of the Town of Pullman were upon 
them?’’ **About a year ago it was my esti- 
mation, whén the subject matter was being 
written for the Worid’s Fair. that the 
Pullman men were about 40 per cent 
bétter than the people in ordinary 
manufacturing districts who hadn’t the 
advantages of those in Pullman. The. gen- 
eral impression the people made,upon ine 
was that they were a higher class of people 
than you ordinarily find in manufacturing 
business.” 

‘** And you still think so?’ “ Yes, sir, if 
they have no outside influences. If the A. R. 
U. hadn't commenced the formation of lodges 
among the people who were idie.”’ 

‘Did you aim to retain your old employés 
when the demands for labor ceased?’ “* Yes, 
sir.’’ 

‘*So that the men that. were working for 
you at the time of the strike were mostiy old 
employés?"’. ‘*That is a matter of detail I 
wouldn’t be able to answer. I would assume 
the old employés would be retained. I think 
if the A. R. U. lodges had not been formed 
the men would have continued to work.”’ 

‘<Isn’t it a condition now in the employ- 
nent of menthat they shall give up their 
cards in the union?’ ‘‘ Yessir, it is, in the 
A a” 


‘** Have you had any other labor organiza- 
tions in Puilman?’ “I don’t Know as to 
that. Asa matter of common report a greut 
many of the men belong to different labor 
organizations. I am not able to give the 
names of the orgapizations or thé number.”’ 

‘*Isn’t the A. R. U. the first labor orgariza- 
tion that your employés, as emplpyés. have 
ever belonged to?”’ ‘‘I have no recollection 
of any contract with labor organizations. The 
company does not discriminate against other 
organizations.” : 

‘* If there was one there you would discrim- 
inate against it?” ** We never have.”’ 

‘*Who has the power to reduce rents?’ 
‘That question would come to me, The 
question of decreasing rents didn’t come into 
discussion between the officers of the com- 
pany. The income from the rents was so low 
that there was no room for reduction. There 
is no connection between the employment of 
men and the renting; only One-third of the 
men lived in Pullman at the time of the 
scrike, and 560 lived in their own houses.”’ 

‘* Tl understood you to say that in consider- 
ing the question of wages you had no right to 
take the stockholders’ money and give it to 
the men when you could obtain their labor 
for less.” ** have no right ‘to give one set 
of mechanics higher wages than others. We 
can only divide the profits among our stock- 
ho!ders.”’ 

‘‘What right had you, then, to take these 
contracts at a loss of $400acar?”’ “ Be. 
cause there was a business element in _ that. 
You will readily understand that there would 
be damage resulting to the property at Pull- 
man of the Pullman company as well as to 
the men if everybody left that vicinity. If I 
could, by the contribution of money in that 
way, I would seeure the disbursement of 
money among the wage-earners to supply 
dealers and the people at Pullman. It would 
affect the value of the Pullman company’s 
property at Pullman.” 

‘*It would not have been a good investment 
to pay these men a little more money exactiy 
on the same principle?’ **The wages had 
been fixed when I had talked with the men 
between the managers and the men. They 
were working at the reduced prices.”’ 

** They were forced to accept those wages, 
were’t they?’ * No sir.”’ 

‘They had to take that or auit?”’. “It is 
usually regarded as agreed when the men 
were working on a certain scale they were at 
work upon it, and they came to ‘ask that the 
scale of 1893 be restored. I expected that 
they were going to continue work until we 
could have further discussion of this matter. 
notice to me they 
voluntarily left.’’ 


Difference the Strike Made. 


** At those wages they say they couldn’t sup- 
port themzelves| and pay their rent; that it 
was below what is called the living wage.,”’ 
‘They didn’t compiain to measto that. I 
understood they wanted -the wages of 
1893. I would be glad to pay them 
higher wages if conditions would war- 
rant it. I don’t ‘*now where [ 
am going to get the cars to keep the people 
busy now. The question is as serious as it 
was a year ago. I think they have had 
enough of the 4. R. U. If they hadn't struck 
they would have had $350,000 paid them 
instead of $20,000 or $25,000 given them.”’ 

‘The stopping of such large works in- 
volvesa great loss to stockholders?’ ‘It 
means that they are not earning interest.” 

‘* Doesn’t the plant itself deteriorate, and 
the cost of keeping the machinery in repair 
is a dead loss) isn’t it?’’ ** Yes, sir.”’ 

‘* And the scattering of the forces of help 
involves expense in getting them together 
again?’ ** Yes, sir.” 

**When you were making a reduction on 
these contracts, did you have in view the sav- 
ing of that loss for the stockhuiders as one of 
the motives that influenced you?” * Yes, 
ir. 

‘When this reduction of wages was made 
was your salary reduced?’ ‘** No, sir.”’ 

** Were the salaries of the Superintendents 
and foreinen reduced?’ ‘** No, sir; that was 
because it is not easy to fill the position of a 
man who has been with the company twenty- 
five years.”’ 

** The interests of the corporation woulda’t 
permit it?’’ **I couldn’t do it as President 
of the corporation. The difference it would 
make on the cost of a car would be infini- 
tesimal.”’ : 

‘Did these salaries enter into the price of 
the cars?’ ‘* Some of them did.’’ 

‘** Under the circumstances didn’t you think 
that there should have been a reduction to 
all?” ‘*Phat may come. We can’t do every- 
thing at once. That question was taken up 
at ouce, because the invitations to bid were 
before us and the question was, can we bid 
and get that work?’ 


WICKES DENIES TESTIMONY OF A, R. U. 


Reads -a Long Statement Outlining the 
Company’s Position. 

Thomas H. Wickes, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Pullman company, was the next 
witness on behalf of that corporation. He 
has been Second Vice-President since Janu. 
ary, 1889, and had charge of the 
general \|detauls of the Pullman company. 
Mr. Wickes read in evidence a long 
statement giving the company’s position 
and denying most of the testimony heretofore 
introduced by the American Railway Union. 
He eaid it hadn’t been tne policy of the Pull- 
man company to reduce the price of piece- 
work. He gave a detailed account of the

wages paid by the Pullman company for 
some years. In regard to the committee 
which called on Mr. Wickes, he said he had 

romised that they should not be discharged, 
but that three men were laid off at the time, 
and the foreman did not. know that they were’ 
members of the committee. The Pullman 
company and the General Managers’ Associa- 
tion acted independently of each other. He 
corroborated Mr. Pullman’s or yen in 
regard to taking the contracts at a@ loss. 
The average ates of the men in April, 1893, 
for ten hours, was $2.63, aud the average 
wages in April, 1894, was $2.03. 

Mr. Wickos then went into an exhaustive de- 
nial of the Rev. Mr. Carwardine’s book on * 
the Pullman strike, and he also made a 
denial of the testimony given by 
Heathcote, Coombs, Rhode, and Miss 
Curtis. e touched the subject of rents 
and said the Pullman houses were worth more 
than those in the vicinity and the neighboring 
towns on account of the better convenience, 
The statement that the Pullman company 
made $33,000 in handling the water fur- 
nished tenants was denied and Mr. Wickes 
submitted a statement showing that the com- 
pany made $597 a month for their trouble in 
that matter. Astothe cost of gas, he said 
that the gas plant was small and tne cost could 
not be compared with the cost of gas from 
the plants of large companies in Chicago, but 
thought it would compare favorably .with the 
cost of gas in courtry towns. The library 
income, he said, would not buy magazines 
and periodicals. No paternalism has ever 
been contemplated in the plan of Pullman. 

After the reading of the statement by Mr. 
Wickes the commission adjourned | until 10 
o’clock today, when his examination will be 
continued. , 

Edward F. Bryant was the first witness and 
testified’ as to the bank of which he is the 
manager. He said it hada capital stock of 
$100,000, divided into 1,000 shares of $100 
each. ‘Two hundred of the shares were held 
by officials of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany and the remaining stock was held by the 
Pullman Southern Car company, which in 
turn was owned by the Pullman Palace Car 
company. It was a regular State banking in- 
stitution. The bank collected the reuts for 
the Pullman company and the witness de- 
tailed how it was done. He filed with the 
commission an analytical staternent of the 
savings department. 

June 1, 1898, there were 2,477 accounts 
in the savings department belonging to the 
employés, with an average. deposit of $234. 
One year later, in 1804, the savings deposits. 
amounted to $453,590, and there were 1,638 
accounts, Of which 1,414 belonged to em.- | 
ployés. The average deposit of the employés * 
was $257. The bank pays 4 per cent interest 
on standing deposits, and the money was in- 
mortgages at Pullman 
or immediate vicinity. He detailed the man- 
ner in which the rents were paid, saying that 
the employés were paid off in two checks, one 
for the amount due the company for rent and 
the other for the balance. He said that it 
was entirely optional with the employé 
whether he should pay the rent or not. He 
charged the Pullman company the customary 
rate for making these collections. He said 
there was no pressure brought to bear against 
the tenants in order to induce them to pay the 
rent, but they are given to understand that 
they are expected to pay it, and if it is not 
paid they are reported to the Pullman com- 
pany. He said the statement of Jennie Cur- 
tis that she had paid $60 of her father’s rent 
was untrue. 

The Rev. C. H. Eaton of New York was the 
next witness of the forenoon, but he had noth- 
ing to say relative to the strike or its causes. 
He refused to occupy the witness chair and 
insisted on standing and had to be shut off by 
the commission. The only question the com- 
mission asked him was the usual one for the 
avoidance of strikes, and Dr. Eaton thought 
the only solution for that was the creation of 
character among the employés. He gave the 
impressions made upon him by a visit to 
Pullman, the feature of which was his belief, 
from observation, that the stories of destitu- 
tion there were exaggerated.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS 


MEMBERS TRY TO HAVE VIOLATED 
BROKERAGE RULES. 


Investigating Committee to Be Called 
Upon te Look Into Charges Against 
Association Members —& Proposed Pian 
to Give Commissions to Outside Brok- 
ers=Policies on Paepeke & Leicht’s 
Lumber Yard—Total Insurance of $54,- 
500 Carried. 


Rules for the government of members of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ Association in the 
matter of commissions to brokers were only 
made to be broken, according to certain 
members. Charges of violation of these rules 
will, it is claimed, be presented to the Investi- 
gating commitiee at its next meeting. These 
charges, if presented, will be against at least 
two members, and those who will bring them 
claim to have sufficient documentary proof 
to secure a certain conviction. ‘ 

The claim is made that more than the regu- 
lar commission is paid, and this claim is the 
principal one to be included in the charges. 
Under the rules agents are allowed to pay 
only 7'¢ per cent commission on ordinary 
and 15 per cent on preferred risks. It is said 
certain members have paid as high as 15 and 
25 per cent on ordinary and preferred risks, 
and, further, that commissions are given 
brokers’ for new business where no license 
has been given the broker by the association. 
There is a movement now on foot to allow 
the payment of commissions to brokers out- 
side Cook County, which is not permitted 


under present practices, There is a great 
|} deal of business placed through New York 


brokers and brokers doing business in other 
The owner of property in Chicago 
whose home isin New York or Boston or 
St. Louis would prefer in many cases to 
secure policies of insurance through a local 
broker, Under the present rules no commis- 
sion can be given the broker on such busi- 
ness, and an amendment to the’ rules is to be 
presented at the next meeting to ailow 71¢ 
per cent in this class of business. It is thought 
by many, however, thata majority will op- 
pose the change in rules. 

One broker has hit upon a novel plan for 
escaping the rule which provides that any per- 
son holding a commission as agent for a com. 
pany shall not receive a commission asa 
broker. He has had his wife appointed a 
company agent and he is thus enabled to ask 
for and receive commission as a_ broker. 
There isa German woman who acts as a 
broker and does a heavy business in the 
northwestern part of the city. She solicits 
business from the labormg classes at night, 
her business being principally in the way of 
emall risks where the prémiums amount to 
$4 or $5. She gives to one office an average 
of $500 a month in commissions.

SMALLPOX HOSPITAL FOR CHICAGO. 


Health Commissioner Reynolds Wants a 
Complete One Built at Once. 

Commiasioner of Health Reynolds returned 
from the East yesterday prepared to urge the 
construction of a new pesthouse for Chicago. 
He inspected hospital arrangements at New 
York, Brooklyn, Baltimore, Boston, Provi- 
dence, Philadelphia, and Atiantic City. “In 
relation to the proposed smailpox hospital for 
Chicago,”’ said the Commissioner, *'.1 believe 
the pavilon plan is the best. This is the erec- 
tion of a number of small buildings, each separ- 
ate from all the others, but with each a part 
of the whole and comprising a hospital. What- 
ever cago gets it should be permanent. 
ipeoper hospital for the city hardly could 
t for less than $300,000. It is certain 
that we must have something ready for this 
winter. There has been smallpox through 
the summer and it would be folly to presume 
that we will escape it this winter. It is a 
matter of history that the second epidemic is 
always worse than the first, and if this fol- 
lows Chicago must be prepared. However, I 
hardly think it will be worse than iast winter, 
as the great amount of vaccinating that has 
been done will have the proper results. As 
for cholera, I hardly think we will have any 
of that. The city is in as good condition to 
withstand an attack of choiera now as it 1s 
possible to make it. The sanitary condition 
now is better than it ever has been and as 
perfect as it will ever be until the com pletion - 
of thé drainage canal.’’ Commissioner 
Reynolds soon will have a conference with 
the Mayor and members of the Finance com- 
mittee relative to the new hospital project, 
and itis thought some plan will be agr 
upon so that work oa the specifications and 
plans can-be begun without further delay. 

The report of the city Heaith Department 
for July shows that there were 747 more 
deaths than in June. The increase in the 
rate to the 1,000 inhabitants is from 15.24 
to 20.85. This is accounted for by the greater 
mortality of infants under the age of 5 years. 
In June there were 682 and in July 1,305 
deaths of children jé8s than 1 year old. The 
deaths from cholera infantum increased the 
deaths from zymotic diseases, there being 
797 in July and 127in June. During July 
there were only 51 deaths from smallpox as 
against 171 in June. 


SPECIFICATIONS FOR CANAL BRIDGES. 


Plans Completed for Spans at Willow 
Springs, Lemont, and Romeo. 

At the regular executive session of the 
Drainage Board yesterday specifications were 
perfected for three swing bridges to be erect- 
ed across the canal at Willow Springs, Le- 
mont, and Romeo. The bridges will be across 
the main channel and will cost $100,000 
each. The matter will be brought up for con- 
sideration again at the regular Wednesday 
meeting. A contract was signed yesterday 
with Gilman & Co., changing specifications of 
Section 3, the dry masonry retaining walls 
to be changed to cement masonry. The price 
was fixed at $3.25 a square yard. 

SMOKE INSPECTOR AFTER “L” ROADS. 
They Are Making Nuisances of Themselves 
and Violating Their Charters. 

The City Smoke Inspector has begun what 
he promises will be a vigorous campaign 
against the elevated railroad companies for 
violating the smoke ordinance and the pro- 
visions of their charters. Under their ordi- 
nances they are required to use smokeless 
fuel, and it is explicitly stated that they can- 
not use bituminous or soft coal. Despite this 
fact they have, according to the cases that 
will be filed in the courts by the department, 
continuously used soft coal, emitting dense 
sinoke, and have also endangered prop- 
erty along their lines. Complaints 
were first made by citizens atfected. 
Corporation Counsel Rubens has sent a com- 
munication to the officers of the Ailey ** L”’ 
and the“Lake Street roads with instructions to 
cowply with the law er proceedings will be 
begun in the courts.

INOREASE FOR THE WEEK I8 1,000 
TONS OVER LAST WEEK’S TOTAL

Charge Made That This Result Is Reached 
by Reason of the Rate Cutting ‘Now 
Prevalent=Great Difference in the 
Grain and Provision Rate Causes This 
Cond ition=Committee Forming an 
Agreement for a New Transcontinental 
Association=St. Paul’s Earnings for. 

East-bound roads from Chicago continue to 
do a eatisfactory business. Last week's 
through shipments were larger by 1,000 tons 

than those for the week previous and 5,000 

tons larger than for the corresponding week 

last year. The advantage, itis claimed, has 
been gained, however, by cutting of rates, 
especially on provisions, A meeting of the 
joint committee of the Trunk Lines and Cen- 
tral Traffic Associations was* held in New 
York last week at which the alleged rate cut- 


ting wasconsidered. Evidence was submitted | 


which left no room for doubt that rates were 
being cut, but a resolution was passed that 
rates should be firmly maintained hereafter. 
Whether this will‘have the desired effect or 
not remains to be seen, Judging by previous 
experience but little attention will be paid to 
the action of the joint committee. 

The trouble is that the provision rate is too 
high as compared with the grain rate. Usual- 
ly the difference between the provision and 
grain rate is five cents per 100 pounds. At 
present, however, the grain rate is only 20 
cents per 100 pounds, while the provision 
rate is 30 cents, Chicago to New York. This 
leaves a great margin on provisions and 
gives the raie-cutters a chance which they are 
not slow in improving, 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago to seaboard points 
and for export by the various Central Traffic 
Association lines for the week ending last 
Thursday amounted to 26,377 tons, against 
25,311 tons for the week previous and 21,- 
314 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last 
week were 2,603 ‘tons, against 
1,354 tons last year; grain, 12.960 tons, 
against 9,674 tons; provisions, 10,814 tons, 
against 10,286 tons. The percentages car- 
ried by the various roads were as tollows: 
Baitimore and QOhbio,:4.9; Big Four, 2; Chi- 
cago and Erie, 11.3; Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, 19.7; Lake Shore, 5.23 .Michigan

The Canadian Pacitic will again bob up 
with its demand for differential rates, while 
the Santa Fé demands better terms as regards 
divisions with the Southern Pacific.
